BLEACH PRICES. 


United Alkali Company Announces Its 
Prices for 1902 Contracts. 


With Protection 1.80 Cents and Straight 1.75 Cents—A Com- 
parison with Prices of Former Years—The Annual Con- 
sumption —Changes in the Market—Increased Con- 
sumption, but Fewer Mills Using the Powder. 


The price of bleach for 1902 was fixed late last week at 
1.80 cents, and 1.75 “straight.” 
While these are the figures that reached the New York 
trade from the offices of the United Alkali Company, the 
gentlemen connected with that company declined to dis

cuss the quotations. On November 26 last year the price 
was fixed for 1901 at 2.10 cents “protected” and 2 cents 


“without 


favors.” For 1900 the price was 2 cents on all 
contracts. 

From these quotations it will be seen that the paper man 
ufacturers of the country will save a pretty penny on their 
heavy chemical account for 1902, or, in other words, the 
difference between the cost of bleach at 1.80 cents and at 
2.10 cents figures a large stated that 
the paper industry consumes 40,000 tons of bleach annu- 
ally. 

Recently there has been some speculative selling in the 
New York market on the supposition that the price of the 
United Alkali Company would be about 1.75 cents. A 
number of large contracts have been taken at that figure. 
The sellers are now understood to be trying to place their 
contracts with the so-called outside companies at something 
under 1,75. however, are 
pretty well sold up for the next year at 1.75 to 1.80 cents. 
A large business is also reported to have been booked by

Not so long ago a contract for 500 tons for 
one mill was considered a big one; at present individual 
contracts run as high as 3,000 tons. Those using less than 
300 tons per year do not as a general rule make contracts. 
The interest in the price is consequently of less general in 
terest than formerly, although the consumption of bleach 
in the industry has increased considerably.”

EVERYBODY BUSY. 


Mills in All Sections Crowded With Orders, and Jobbers 
and Others Complaining of Delays in 
Delivering Goods. 








The New York paper market is in better condition this 
week than at any time since the fall of 1899. All branches 
of the trade are enjoying a heavy demand for paper. The 
only “out” about the situation is the fact that the mills 
cannot make shipments fast enough to suit the demands of 
their customers. Still no one is going hungry for the lack 
of supplies as far as can be learned. Last week the market 
stiffened considerably on book papers, due principally to 
the strong demand, so the manufacturers report. Yet, while 
there is no question about the demand being remarkably 
good, it is also considered likely that the shutting down of 
some of the Philadelphia mills, together with the advance 
of 10 cents made on soda pulp last week, had something 
to do with the stiffening of prices on book papers. This 
week the rock bottom quotations on book are 3% cents for 
machine finished and 334 for super. A number of the 
manufacturers are turning down business even at these 
figures, simply because they cannot make deliveries in 
whole or in part as soon as needed. All the book mills, it 
seems safe to say, have a six weeks’ run already on their 
books. Next to book paper it looks as if the situation in 
the news field follows in order as far as activity is con- 
cerned. The officials of the large news manufacturing 
companies say that they cannot handle all the business that 
is being offered to them. To account for this heavy de- 
mand for news it is stated that it has all the signs of being 
a perfectly healthy one—and for this reason buyers of all 
sizes have increased their orders for paper in proportion to 
the quantity generally used by them. For instance, if the 
contract of a daily paper calls for 10 tons per day the 





manager now wants 12 or 13 tons; if for 20 tons, the daily 
is now using 25 tons, and so on. This extra demand is the 
principal factor in the market. But it is reported that 
short water in some sections of the country has had some- 
thing to do with the present activity in the news market. 
However, regardless of the causes, the fact is that business 
in the news line is remarkably good. The asking price is, 
generally speaking, 2.25 cents. Desirable ordérs are being 
taken at 2.15 cents, so it is reported. As in the other 
branches of the trade there is very great trouble in getting 
orders for news filled in a short time. Writings share in 
the activity that now pervades the whole trade. No ad- 
vances are reported, however. But all quotations are very 
firm. The situation in regard to manilas has not changed 
materially; all hands have all they can do. No. 1 wood 
manila is quoted at 244 cents, No. 2 wood at 2.10 cents as 
a minimum, but there is very little of it to be had in the 
New York market. Butchers’ is also reported scarce and 
worth about 2 cents. Fibre papers are put at about 2% 
cents as the lowest price. All the better grades of manilas 
are in strong demand, with the mills filled with orders. 
On these there has been announced an advance. The trade 
in boards is also reported satisfactory, even at the ad- 
vanced prices. 





Philadelphia Market Active. 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PHILADELPHIA, November 12, 1901.—There is not a 
Philadelphia paper dealer who has a word of complaint to 
make over the condition of business, but on the other 
hand there is not a dealer who does not complain over the 
long delay in securing goods from the mills. During the 
week demand for all kinds of paper grew considerably. 
Particularly was this the case with the cheaper grades of 
book paper. The publishers are running through their 
extra editions cf holiday books and must have stock at 
once. Asa result it has been possible to secure advances 
of from one-eighth to three eighths of a cent without diffi- 
culty. Jobbers, declare, however, that the increase means no 
extra profit to them, inasmuch as the Eastern mills have 
advanced prices owing to the shorter hours of labor and 


its consequent higher cost 


No objection is being made 
by consumers against the payment of higher prices. 

“The business we are doing to-day,” said one manufac- 
turer, “is I believe a sample of the business which we shall

do for the next year at least. There is nothing freakish 


or boomy about present conditions. It is simply a con- 


dition of healthful enterprise. There is no cloud on the 
national horizon that I can see, and I think the jobbers 
are safe in counting on twelve months of the greatest 
activity they have had in recent years.”

The paper trade in the Connecticut Valley is reported 


active this week, and all of the mills are contented with 
the orders they have on hand at the present timé. Not 
many of the mills could fill more orders than they are 
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filling every day now, and more orders are being received 
in a majority of the mills than can be given prompt atten- 
tion. Shipments are behind somewhat, but it is believed 
that Holyoke mills are filling their orders as promptly as 
any of the mills in the country. It is stated by the manu- 
facturers that every mill in the city is being run to its 
capacity, and it is known that all of the companies out- 
side the American Writing Paper Company are crowded 
with orders. The American Company states that business 
was never better with it, and it is doubted very much if 
the mills in the company ever turned out more paper than 
they are doing now. The paper trade of this section is 
remarkable, and the only time when business ever pre- 
tended to equal the present trade was for a few months 
just prior to the turning over of the mills to the American 
Writing Paper Company. 

Outside of Holyoke manufacturers say they cannot 
complain. The Western mills of the American Writing 
Paper Company are being crowded with orders. The 
mills of the Collins Manufacturing Company, at North 
Wilbraham, have a large number of orders on hand, and 
many that will take them some weeks to fill. 

The Berkshire County mills could fill very few more 
orders at the present time. The L. L. Brown Paper Com- 
pany, at Adams, reports an excellent business and orders 
for its ledger paper for future shipment. The Dalton 
mills state that trade with them could not be better than 
at the present time. The mills in Lee and the B. D. Ris- 
ing Paper Company, at Housatonic, have large orders on 
hand.

Reports concerning the paper industry still continue very 
favorable. Manufacturers are having all the business that 
they can take care of, and the jobbers likewise are very 
busy. Such statements, while seemingly monotonous, must 
be again repeated if the present condition of the paper 
business is to be reported upon. All grades of paper are 
firm, very firm, and while advances in prices are not gen- 
eral, higher quotations on some particular grades are noted. 
The advance in soda pulp and the scarcity of ground wood 
account for the higher price of some papers. All the large 
consumers of ground wood in New England, and they are 
likewise the largest producers, are buying all the ground 
wood that is being offered, even atthe advancing prices. 
The trouble is the low water is preventing a full produc- 
tion, and the accumulations are being steadily reduced. The 
special holiday issues of the various prominent family 
magazines, due just before Thanksgiving and Christmas, 
are largely responsible for the busy condition of many of 
the book mills. Within another month this particular de- 
mand wil! have been filled, when it is assumed by some that 
book mills will have a more quiet time. Said a member of 
one of Boston’s leading jobbing firms: “You have been 
working up booming stories for some time now, but I think 
you will have to turn over to the bear side very soon. I 
am no bull on the future outlook. Business will be tame 
enough after Christmas.”

Even on 
future delivery the orders are good, and every day the as- 
surance becomes stronger that the consumption of paper 
will continue heavy all through the winter. There is an 
excellent demand for manilas and wrappings of all kinds, 
and the call for news is enough larger and more active 
to have put a certain amount of starch in the current quo- 
tations. Writings and book papers are selling well, and 
are fully abreast of the market, Margins are a little larger 
than they have been, owing to the increase on some lines 

and paper men welcome this as a good sign. M. 


Miami Valley Market Steady. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, November 11, 1901.—A steady market 
still prevails in nearly all branches of the trade. Since the 
advance in prices there has been a never ceasing call for 
the cheap and better grades alike, though the former for a 
time were in the ascendancy. 

“It is now more a question of making the deliver- 
ies,” said a prominent manufacturer, “than anything else 
There is plenty of business for all. No one can have the 
temerity to say differently without being called to account 
for his lack of veracity. The trade is steady and sub- 
stantial, and at the present time there is not the slightest 


indication that it will diminish. It is a gratifying state of 
affairs, to be sure.” 

The machinery makers are also enjoying the greatest 
prosperity known for several years. Paper mills have 
been supplied from many quarters, and the demand for 
machines of all makes has been heavy. Many forces are 
working overtime in filling orders from paper mills. Gas 
engine manufacturers are turning out big orders for cer- 
tain mill men as well. 

Straw papers and straw, boards are finding a ready mar- 
ket, the revised price list on the latter article materially 
aiding the local trade. The fall staples and novelties are 
being turned out in generous quantities, but as this condi- 
tion has existed in these circles for weeks it is not a new 
one. Paper stock has stiffened, and though quotations 
fluctuated for a time, they are now thought to be steadier 
than for a considerable period. Paper dealers are jubilant 
over the retail trade and the change in the weather, which 
will bring more orders to their desks, as business has 
been damaged by the unseasonable weather. 

The election had no disturbing elements whatever in a 
business way this year, though it generally does, All 
trades seemed to withstand the campaign without a no- 
ticeable falling off in business, or, for that matter, with- 
out the slightest interruption. M. V. 





Wisconsin Mills Crowded. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., November 11, 1901.—Manufacturers 
report that business last week showed no marked change 
from the week before. This means that so far as orders 
are concerned it is as good as possible. “Are orders 
better than a week ago?” was asked one of the mill men 
to-day. “That question doesn’t signify,” he replied in a 
quizzical way; “what difference does it make to us whether 
orders are more plenty or not when we already have on 
our books more than we can make in any reasonable 
time?” This is really about the situation everywhere. 
No further advances in prices has been recorded. It is 
reported, however, as more fully discussed elsewhere, that 
labor difficulties are imminently impending, which may 
have a speedy and decided effect upon the market.

The Allen-Higgins Company, 

Worcester, Mass., November 11, 1901.—Winslow & Co., 
who are acting as fiscal agents for the Allen-Iliggins Com- 
pany, manufacturer of wall paper, have issued a statement 
showing the earnings of the company during the one and a 
half years in which it has been actually manufacturing. In 
the preparation of the statement it has been assumed, in or- 
der to show the earning powers of the company, that the 
amount of $225,000 has been actually capitalized during the 
period in which the factory has been in operation. The 
actual stock of the company, however, has been only 
$60,000. 

During this time the company had earned $32,271.35, ac- 
cording to the books, after making a liberal mark off for 
depreciation account. Had the company been paying 7 per 
cent. dividends on its proposed new issue of $225,000 of 
preferred accumulative stock, instead of on the floating 
debt and outstanding bonds which are to be retired, it 
would have paid out in dividends the sum of $23,625, leav- 
ing a balance of $8,646.35 on the common stock, which rep- 
resents earnings of over 9% per cent. per annum on said 
stock. 

As a matter of fact, however, the company has done bet 
ter than this. It has taken no credit on the books for ex- 
penses incurred during the eight months of organization of 
the business and the equipment of the works, which might 
have been charged to the plant account. This amounted to 
$11,882.55. Had this been done the earnings on $60,000 of 
common stock would have been $20,528.90, which shows 
earnings of over 2234 per cent. per annum on the common 
stock. 

The company now offers through Winslow & Co. the 
preferred stock, which is cumulative, and is preferred as 
to assets and to earnings. In consideration of the fact that 
the inventory of the company shows $60,000 of common 
stock outstanding, and $18,362.36 to the credit of the sur- 
plus account, both of which are turned into the value of the 
preferred stock, it appears that the new preferred stock has 
a book value of over $134 a share. 


Harper & Brothers’ Receiver’s Accounts. 

Francis C. Cantine, as referee, on Friday filed a réport 
approving the accounts of the Morton Trust Company, as 
receiver of the old publishing firm of Harper & Brothers, 
New York. The receiver collected $1,663,341.77, and 
agreed to accept $10,000 for its commissions, which is less 
than the statute allows. The claims against the old cor- 
poration which were allowed aggregated $2,004,203.01, and 
were presented by forty-seven creditors. The new cor- 
poration, which has bought the business, held of this 
amount of claims $1,999,037.78. The balance in the hands 
of the receiver for distribution among the creditors is 
$9,677.44. 
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SODA FIBRE AND BOOK PAPER. 


The Former Again Advanced, the Minimum Price for 1902 
Contracts Being Placed at 1.95 Cents—Price of the 
Latter Being Gradually Pushed Up, 





The leading manufacturers of soda fibre met in New 
York city on Wednesday of last week, and fixed the mini- 
mum contract price on soda pulp at 1.95 cents for the 
whole of the year 1902. Although most of the gentlemen 
who attended the meeting are also large producers of book 
paper, they took no action in regard to that commodity, as 
has been reported. 

To-day soda is very firm, even at 1.95 cents. For the 
market there is comparatively little to be had, the remark- 
ably strong demand for book papers inclining soda manu- 
facturers to hold it for their own use. At the outset em- 
phasis should be laid on the fact that the price for soda 
pulp fixed last week is the minimum price. At that figure 
one of the biggest producers said this week that he would 
take a desirable contract just now, but that he would not 
guarantee to take any contract for next year, no matter 
how desirable, between this and tlie 1st of January, at the 
minimum price. In the opinion of this manufacturer the 
quotation on soda would show another advance before the 
first of the year. This prophecy is based on the assump- 
tion that there will be no material let up in the demand 
for book papers within that time. And as all the prom- 
inent book mills are sold ahead for at least six weeks, 
this gentleman says that he feels safe in thinking that 
soda will go higher with a very short time. 

Although there is no truth in the report that a concerted 
advance was made last week by the manufacturers in book, 
the fact is that both machine finished and supercalendered 
have advanced gradually during the past month, so that 
they are now solidly fixed at 34% cents for machine and 3% 
for super as the minimum in each case. To these levels the 
prices have been hardening for some time, so to say that 
an advance of % of a cent took place last week is not pre- 
cisely true. But even at these figures the New York rep- 
resentatives of the large book mills declare unanimously 
that they cannot fill a new order inside of six weeks with- 
out delaying shipment on some of the orders already on 
their books. 

On the subject of quotations it should be added that the 
West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company sent out a circular 
letter late last week withdrawing all its quotations. Other 
mills have done practically the same thing, as in a num- 
ber of instances their sales agents have made calls on many 
of their customers within the past ten days for the purpose 
of informing them that after Saturday of last week the 
old quotations given out would not hold good. Since the 
“boom” year, 1899-1900, many of the prominent manufac- 
turing companies have printed on their letter paper “All 
quotations subject to change without notice.” Under this 
rule the manufacturers are now taking refuge from the ne- 
cessity of sending out a general notice of withdrawal of 
quotations. However, all prices made are supposed to hold 
good for twenty-four hours, unless notice of withdrawal 
reaches the would-be buyer before that time. From this 
stipulation it can be seen that the situation in the book 
market is not unlike that that existed during October, No- 
vember and December, 1899. There is this difference, how- 
ever, namely, that at that time a very large quantity of the 
business was done on a speculative basis, as practically all 
large buyers were afraid of getting caught “short” or 
thought they saw a good chance to make some money ow- 
ing to the then scarcity of paper, which condition of the 
market they figured would last till the spring of 1900. At 
present all the paper manufacturers agree in saying that 
the behavior of their customers is proof positive that the 
paper that is now reaching the market is going into con 
sumption just as fast as it reaches its destination. For this 
reason, therefore, they are firm in the belief that the pres- 
ent good demand is going to continue practically unabated 
right through the usual period of January dullness and 
far into the spring months. The manufacturers are also as 
one in their hope that the buyers will not precipitate a boom 
and force up prices artificially. The market is in splendid 
condition, so they report, and they are anxious to keep it 
so. It should be remembered that the quotations given 
above are the minimum prices. 


The Brompton Pulp and Paper Company. 

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 
Brompton Fats, Que., November 11, 1901.—Through 
the efforts of E. W. Tobin, the Member of Parliament for 
Richmond County, an enterprise with nearly $1,000,000 
capital at its back has been established at Brompton Falls. 
Nor is this all Canadian capital, as, with the exception of 
Mr. Tobin, the capitalists are Americans. The name of 
this company, which will be one of the largest in the Do- 
minion, is the Brompton Pulp and Paper Company, the 
principal officers being’ George B. Bearce, Lewiston, Me.,

president; W. N. Munroe, Auburn, Me., treasurer, and J. 
Munroe, Auburn, Me.; C. N. C. Twitchell, Milan, N. H.; 
C. C. Wilson, Auburn, Me.; S. M. Milliken, New York, 
and E. W. Tobin, M. P., Brompton Falls, are the directors. 

Two things that led to the plant at Brompton Falls 
were that the export duty on the manufactured article is 
only a trifle more than on the raw material, and that 
Brompton affords a site and water power which cannot be 
surpassed anywhere along the St. Francis River. At this 
point the company is putting in a dam 31 feet high and 600 
feet long, which gives 8,000 horse power. In addition to 
this water power the company has purchased what is known 
as the old Clark property, being the piers and booms in the 
St. Francis as far as Sherbrooke, which were formerly 
owned by the Royal Paper Company, of East Angus, Que. 
This purchase also includes all interests in the dams around 
Lake St Francis and Lake Aylmer, which practically gives 
the new company full control of the water limits. 

The works are being pushed as fast as possible, and, 
although over 300 men are at present employed excavat- 
ing and constructing, it will be two years before the whole 
is completed, although by next August the company is to 
have its pulp and paper mill at work, the capacity of 
which will be too tons of pulp per day and 7o tons of 
manufactured paper. The works that are being erected 
will stand where but a few months ago was a thick forest. 
The site was thus chosen as it furnished a ledge founda- 
tion, which is now being excavated, and which work 
largely appears to the untrained eye like that of a slate 
quarry. This stone is being removed by the hundreds of 
tons by the aid of steam derricks, tramways and the com- 
pany’s own railway, it having purchased locomotives 
from the Grand Trunk Railway for construction purposes. 
In front of the site for the proposed mill a dike 35 feet 
high and 6 feet in thickness has been erected, which en- 
tirely changes the course of the river. This wall is made 
of heavy stone and concrete. This has been erected to 
prevent any overflow of water getting into the mills dur- 
ing the high water period in the spring. The larger part 
of the work is being done by contract, Bearce & Clifford, 
of Lewiston, Me., alone having a contract of upward of 
$200,000. As timber or pulp wood limits, the company 
has already secured over 50,000 acres of land, all along the 
St. Francis River, but the company will not be obliged to 
cut on its own limits for a number of years to come, as 
the surrounding country will supply sufficient material for 
some time. The company at a later date expects to put 
in another power for electrical purposes alone, with a 
view to furnishing electrical power to Windsor Mills and 
Sherbrooke, and possibly Richmond. It has already put 
in a sufficient power to furnish electric light to its own 
buildings and the village of Brompton Falls. 

Another addition to the huge industry will be a sulphite 
mill, which will be erected after the paper and ground 
wood mills are completed. The plans and specifications 
of the project were drawn up by J. D. Straw, of Lewis- 
ton, Me., who is also the engineer in charge of construc- 
tion.

Victoria Paper Mills Co. Loses Damage Case. 
[FROM OURS REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Fuiton, N. Y., November 11, 1601.—The case of James 
H. O’Brien ys. the Victoria Paper Mills Company went to 
the jury Monday last at 3 p. m. After a consultation last- 
ing all night the jury returned a verdict of $3,912.50 for 
the plaintiff. A motion for a new trial was denied. The 
case will be appealed. 

This is the second trial of this case, the first having re- 
sulted in a disagreement of the jury. The progress of the 
case has been watched with much interest in this locality, 
as it presented many interesting features. O’Brien sued the 
Victoria Company for $25,000 damages for injuries in- 
curred in an elevator accident. While employed as super- 
intendent of one of the company’s mills, O’Brien had oc- 
casion to use an elevator connecting different departments 
of the mill over which he was in charge. At the time of the 
accident O'Brien intended to take the elevator from the 
first floor to reach the beater room above. Finding the ele- 
vator raised he stepped into the shaft to pull the rope to 
bring it down. In some manner the elevator had become 
caught, and as O’Brien stepped beneath it it fell upon him 
with great force, crushing him fearfully. O’Brien sus 
tained very serious injuries, entailing a long sickness and 
resulting in rendering him unfit, as alleged, for active em- 
ployment. In its defense of the case the Victoria Paper 
Mills Company claimed that Superintendent O’Brien was 
responsible for the condition of the elevator and therefore 
incapacitated from obtaining damages. The Victoria Paper 
Mills Company is protected by employers’ accident insur 
ance companies, on whom the burden of defending the suit 
falls. The case was tried before Judge Wright, at Oswego

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KAUKAUNA WATER POWER. 


The Wisconsin Supreme Court Rendered a Decision in the 
Litigation Over It—Canal Company Wins the Con- 
tention with the Power Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App_eton, Wis., November 11, 1901.—The 
Supreme Court handed down a decision last week which 
seems io settle the famous Kaukauna water power litiga 
tion, complete victory resting upon the Green Bay and Mis- 
sissippi Canal Company in its contention with the Kau 
kauna Water Power Company. As was stated some time 
ago in this correspondeuce the Canal Company brought suit 
against the Water Power Company to recover about $60,- 
000 supposed to be the value of water rentals taken in by 
the Water Power Company during the six years preceding 
the date when, by order of the court, the Water Power 
Company was enjoined from drawing any further water. 
The contention of the Canal Company was that the Water 
Power Company had been selling its (the Canal Com 
pany’s) water, and that it (the Canal Company) was en- 
titled to the money received. This view was sustained by 
the court, which, among other things, said: 

“The positive character of the plaintiff’s right involved 
in the quality of the plaintiff's ownership being established, 
we see no escape from the conclusion that the defendant is 
liable for the market value of the horse power 
taken, with annual interest. Defendant’s acts suspended 
and impaired the enjoyment of the rights possessed by the 
plaintiff. Those rights had a definite market value which 
cannot be depreciated or affected by the assertion that the 
plaintiff was not in a position to utilize them. To permit 
this to be done would, as remarked by the New York 
court, place a premium upon trespassing, because it makes 
the position of the trespasser more favorable than that of 
one lawfully contracting.’ ”’ 

Just what the result of the decision will be, and whether 
or not a money consideration will be paid, cannot now be

Pine Wood for Pulp Making. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 


LEONARDTOWN, Md., November 11, 1901.—Material for 
paper making is in such demand that there is no prophe- 
sying what product of the vegetable kingdom can yet be 
utilized for that purpose. The poplar of Southern Mary- 
land that has been used in large quantities for paper thak- 
ing is becoming scarce, and the mills in Delaware, where 
it has been shipped, are directing their attention to other 
points. Along the line of the Pope’s Creek Division of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad the poplar wood industry has been 
active for years, giving employment to many men and 
teams and swelling the receipts of the railroad to an ap- 
preciable extent. 

P. H. Glatfelter, of Spring Grove, Pa., is now using 
pine wood for pulp making. This region is feeling the 
benefit of this new demand. As many as thirty cars of 
pine have been dispatched from Brandywine Station in 
one month to the Spring Grove mills. At present Brandy- 
wine is the central point in this section for the shipment 
of the wood, 

Twenty-five cents a cord is paid for the wood as it 
stands in the forest Woodmen are paid $1.25 a cord for 
cutting and shipping the logs. 

The unprofitable pine forests that have for years been 
encroaching from their primitive domains upon what were 
formerly cultivated acres of farm land promise to make 
restitution for their squatter sovereignty. A continued 
demand from the paper mills for pine will bring a revenue 
section not thought of before. thou- 
sands of acres of pine wood in Southern Maryland that 
cannot be utilized for building purposes, but which will 
fill the requirements of the paper industry. Mp.

The Imperial Russian Office for State Papers in St.

The exhibits of the German Chemical Industry Section 
at the Paris Exposition, valued at £30,000, have been given 
to the Technological Institute of the University of Berlin. 

The German Association dealing with the duty question 
has, on the recommendation of the paper stainers and 
workers, protested against raising the duty from 6 marks 
to 10 marks. A counter proposal has been made to re- 
duce the duty to 3 marks on news and paper in reels.

Hudson River Water Power Mortgage. 

Batiston, N. Y., November 11, 1901.—The Trust Com 
pany of America has recordéd a mortgage, executed No 
vember 5 by the Hudson River Water Power Company, 
for $110,000, supplemental to a former mortgage for $2,000, - 
000, and has issued thereon $88,000 in bonds to the Hudson 
River Electric Company to purchase its franchises by the 
mortgagors, which is erecting a large dam at Piers Falls. 
The latter is to be used to conduct power to the General 
Electric Company’s plant at Schenectady by wires.

The roof was put on the addition to the White & 
Wyckoff Manufacturing Company plant, at Holyoke, this 
week, 

The Burt Manufacturing Company, of Akron, Ohio, an- 
nounces the receipt of Government orders for its well-known 
Cross oil filters for the battleship Illinois and the torpedo 
boat Bainbridge.

AS THE PUBLISHERS SEE IT. 


A Publication of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation Presents Some Views on the News Paper Situa- 
tion—Its Reasons for Not Expecting Higher Prices. 


There is published by the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association a four page note size sheet, by which 
it is evidently intended to afford some solace to publishers 
because of the present state of the news paper market 
The latest issue of the publication contains an article of 
which the following is a facsimile: 

THE PAPER OUTLOOK—AN ARGUMENT AGAINST 
AN INCREASE IN PRICES OF NEWS. 
A Business Manager Claims that the Increased Capacity of 
the Mills and the Additional Mills Built Will Com- 
pel Low Rates for Some Time to Come 

The business manager of one of New York’s great dailies 
is of the opinion that the price of paper will not be ad- 
vanced, as intimated in these columns last week, but will 
remain as it is at present. His views, which are certainly 
worth considering, are contained in the following inter- 
view : 

“Numerous causes are tending to reduce the price of 
news print paper. For two months of summer, while there 
was a plentiful supply of water in streams to grind pulp, 
the consumption fell off about twenty pér cent., causing 
an accumulation of two hundred and fifty tons per day in 
mill stocks. 

“The starting of the St. Regis mill in August brought 
a new factor in the field, with an output which now ex 
ceeds fifty tons per day, and which, within three weeks, 
added one hundred tons per day to the output. Taggart’s 
mill had taken advantage of its alliance with St. Regis to 
shut down and alter its paper making machinery, so as to 
increase its output eight tons per day. Various mills have, 
from time to time, adopted a similar course; the firm of 
W. H. Parsons & Company having added twenty-five tons 
per day to its capacity by altering and extending two of its 
paper machines. 

THE REASONS WHY. 

“The gorge in book papers has induced a number of mills

this class. It will therefore appear that five causes hav 
contributed towards a reduction in prices: 

“rst. Plentiful supply of water for power purpose in 
grinding pulp. 

“2d. Accumulation of summer stocks 

“3d. Opening of new mills. 

“4th. Improvement of machinery. 

“sth. Depression in book paper prices. 

“The Great Northern Paper Company started in recently 
to add two hundred tons per day to its output at Madison, 
Maine. Later it started work at Millinocket, Maine, on a 
so-called store-house, over the foundations already built for 
six paper machines. 

INTERNATIONAL CAPACITY. 

“The Norfolk Martin Mill, with an output of fifty tons 
per day, will be in the market soon for customers. 

“The International Paper Company, which has a capacity 
of sixteen hundred tons of news print paper per day, and 
which sells less than twelve hundred tons, has adopted a 
waiting policy. Its officers announced they would not en- 
ter into any scramble for trade at low prices. They fig 
ured that the new mills would offer lower prices to pub- 
lishers, and would capture enough trade to fully cover their 
machines, but that after those mills had been filled with 
orders, then those publishers whose supplies had not been 
contracted for by the outside mills must obtain their paper 
from the International Paper Company at its prices 

FOREIGN VS. LOCAL MARKET. 

“They calculated that the construction of a new mill 
would require from twenty months to two years, and that 
the International Paper Company would be assured of its 
high prices for that period, forgetting that the Great North- 
ern will have its additional capacity available in less than 
eight months, and that book machines could be turned to 
news almost within the twinkling of an eye. 

“The Paper Trade Journal says an American firm re- 
ecntly offered news print paper in Berlin at 40 pfennig per 
100 kilos (20 cents per ton) under German prices. To do 
this and to pay ocean transportation, to pay the German 
tariff of six marks per 100 kilos, or $13.50 per ton, and $1.25 
freight from Hamburg to Berlin, the American firm’s price 
f. o. b. at shipping point, must have been close to one and 
a half cents per pound. 

“If paper can be sold in New York for foreign use at 
that price, why should American publishers pay more?” 
Editor and Publisher, Oct. 26, 1901 


The Superior Paper Company. 


KaxLamazoo, Mich., November 11, 1901—Work is going 
on very rapidly at the Superior Paper Mill. It is ready 
for the machinery which it was expected would be here 
thirty days ago. The great Nordberg engine and the 
electric lights are installed, shafting is in on the ground 
floor and steam fitters are at work, which means that by 
January at the latest the mills will be running. 

Thomas Harvey, Jr., lately of Hull, Que., who has 
come to Kalamazoo to take the superintendency of the 
mill, is a man of much experience in paper making, hav- 
ing been born from a family of paper makers. He is a 
nephew of the iate George Harvey and comes to take his 
place. Thomas Harvey was born in Theal, near Reading, 
Fngland, and learned his trade at Holyoke, Mass. Since 
then he has worked in various mills of the East, among 
them the Agawam Paper Company, of West Springfield, 
Mass.: Planter & Potter Paper Company, of Unionville, 
Conn., and in several well-known mills in the United 
States and Canada. His father, Thomas Harvey, is the 
present superintendent of the E. B. Eddy Company's plant 
in Quebec, where Thomas Harvey, Jr., has been instru- 
mental in starting the recently reconstructed plant that was 
burned in April, 1900. 


United States Printing Company’s Report. 


CinciNNATI, November 11, 1901.—The report of the 
United States Printing Company showed that the business 
for the year was much larger than for the previous year, 
which, until then, was a record beaker. No proposition 
was made to the directors for the sale of any of its plants 
to the proposed paper box combination. The number of 
stockholders has increased to 500, being only a short time 
ago 200.

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PAPER MACHINE WIRES. 


The Cause of [heir Deterioration—Experiments with Back 
Water from Mills Making the Same 
Class of Paper.

A second series of experiments were made with speci- 
mens of back water from mills, all making the same 
class of paper. In the mill from which sample No. 1 was 
sent there were serious complaints of the short life of 
the machine wire, and it was ascertained on examination 
that the alum cake used contained .4 per cent. of free sul- 
phuric acid. No. 2 sample came from a mill where there 
was also some trouble with the wire, but the sulphate of 
alumina that had been used had been changed for one 
guaranteed free from excess of acid. Nos. 3 and 4 were 
obtained from a mill where there was no complaint. No. 
3 was drawn when a soft sized paper was being made, 
No. 4 when the machine was running with a hard sized 
paper. The analysis of the back waters gave the following 
results:

A consideration of these results clearly demonstrates 
the destructive effect of excess of sulphate of alumina. 
In waters Nos. 1 and 4, containing 1287 and 127.5 grains 
per gallon respectively, the solvent action is most marked, 
and is greater in No. 1, which contains excess of free 
acid, 

In many mills much of this back water runs to waste to 
the settling ponds, or direct to the river, and it is quite 
evident that a considerable weight of the alum used never 
goes into the paper at all, and the question arises: Is this 
great excess of alum necessary? It is recognized that 
more than sufficient alum to decompose the resin size and 
make the liquid in the engine distinctly acid should be 
added; in addition to hardening the paper it acts as a 
mordant with the colors used, but to us this great excess 
appears unnecessary—it shortens the life of the wire and 
increases the alum bill without any equivalent return. 

It would exceed our original intention in these experi- 
ments to discuss here the varieties of stuff catchers and 
their value in saving waste, but it must be borne in mind 
that the alum, being in solution, is not in any way saved 
by the use of these separators. The only way to save the 
excess of alum is to use the back water again in the 
beaters, an operation carried on with success in more 
than one Scotch mill. 

It has been suggested to us that the use of alumino 
ferric containing sulphate of iron was more injurious to 
the wire than aluminum sulphate. A series of experi- 
ments with sulphate of iron alone showed that the sub- 
stance had no corrosive action on the wire. The destruc- 
tive results with alumino ferric are probably therefore in 
all cases due to excess of free acid, which it contains more 
frequently than alum cake.

FE. P. Lindsay was re-elected delegate to the Boston 
Associated Board of Trade, and Col. J. Jordan was 
elected to succeed himself as delegate to the Massachusetts 
State Board of Trade, 

By way of introduction of the speaker of the evening. 
President Forsyth said: “At the time of the outbreak in 
China, Captain Leonard was regimental adjutant of the 
First Regiment United States Marines, stationed in the 
Philippines, with rank of first lieutenant, but serving in 
a captain’s position. He was also judge of the district of 
Cavite, and after the battle of Tien Tsin, by agreement of 
representatives of the allied powers, was made deputy 
provost marshal of Tien Tsin. It was in the battle of 
Tien Tsin that Captain Leonard was wounded, which re- 
sulted in the loss of his arm.” 

Captain Leonard gave a most interesting account of the 
war in China, closing with a tribute to British and Amer- 
ican valor. 

President Forsyth then referred to the prospective big 
500-ton paper mill plant to be located at Portsmouth, 
N. H., by the White Mountain Paper Company, and said: 
“We are most fortunate this evening in having with us 
the promoter of this big enterprise, who will, no doubt. 
be glad to tell us all about that undertaking.” 

Mr. James received a warm reception as he arose to 
speak, and during his half hour talk kept his audience in 
the best of good humor. Mr. James is the publisher of 
the American Cultivator and the American Horse Breeder. 
of Boston, a prominent lumberman and a large owner of 
forest lands. He is an able speaker, and has the happy 
faculty of talking all around the subject without telling 
anything of it that should not be known. He said that he 
had been engaged in timber lands and in the lumber busi- 
ness for a number of years as side issues, and was now 
going into the paper business to utilize his timber. 

“Since launching our enterprise I have received so many 
knocks,” he remarked, “that I am covered with black and 
blue spots, and while Mr. H. J. Chisholm has stated that 
it would be five years before we get started, I think we will 
be doing quite a heavy business in paper by that time. 
There are a lot of bright, brainy men in the paper business, 
judging from the many bald heads connected with the in 
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dustry, for you can’t grow hair and brains, too” (then all 
the bald heads at the table applauded most heartily, they so 
appreciated the compliment). “‘We took Mr. Plunkett in 
because he is a very successful business man, and is not 
satisfied with anything short of 25 per cent. on his invest 
ment, and he realizes that the White Mountain Paper Com- 
pany will pay him 30 per cent.” 

Mr. James told of the difficulties sometimes experienc’d 
in buying up timber land in New Hampshire, owing to 
the fact that the farmers didn’t want to part with the 
scenery, and illustrated this statement by a story descrip 
tive of one purchase, the point being that the sale was made 
by the farmer on condition that he could retain the scen 
ery, “and we have lots of scenery in New Hampshire,” he 
said. 

“Why not capitalize the scenery?” someone asked. “We 
may later,” replied Mr. James. 

It developed during Mr. James’ talk that efforts had 
been made in New Hampshire for the State to buy up the 
woodlands, so as to preserve the forests, and hearings 
upon the subject have been held at the State Capitol, but 
so far without definite results. At some of those hearings 
J. Richard Carter, of Carter, Rice & Co., has been a prom- 
inent advocate of the State owning the forest lands, he 
having at Jefferson, N. H., a fine summer residence sur- 
reunded by a good deal of scenery and trees, and in conse- 
quence is personally interested in the matter. Mr. James 
made allusion to Mr. Carter’s efforts in that line, which 
gave Mr. Carter an opportunity in reply to state his posi- 
tion. 

When the meeting adjourned, members carried away 
very little information concerning the White Mountain Pa- 
per Company.

The death of Chauncey Kilmer recalls those days in the 
paper trade when straw cut a very prominent figure as a 
raw material for the manufacture of news and book paper. 
Mr. Kilmer, in company with the late Col. S. Buchanan, 
used large quantities of this fibre in the making of white 
paper, and as a basis of operation in that line he saw the 
rise and fall. of that fibre, which gave way before the per- 
sistent advance of wood. Mr. Kilmer’s career also cov- 
ered a period that was full of change and progress in the 
trade, and that witnessed the evolution of the industry 
from the day of slow machines and small tonnage to that 
of high speed machines and large output. 


The exports of paper at the port of New York this 
week aggregated in value $78,402, which is a very fair 
week’s business in the foreign department. One note- 
worthy feature of the business is the shipment to the 
Philippines of paper valued at $14,015. This shipment 
was the largest of the week, being only exceeded by that 
to New Zealand, which was valued at $21,765. London 
was third in line with a bill of $10,492, Australia being 
fourth with an account of $5,783. Other shipments were 
as follows: Rotterdam, $4,564; Peru, $3,684; Argentina, 
$2,499; United States of Colombia, $2,172; Mexico, $2,030, 
and British West Indies, $1,691. 


The Boston Paper Trade Association opened its regular 
fall campaign last week by a meeting and dinner at the 
Exchange Club in that city.

A fire of mysterious origin did $400 damage in the stock 
room of the Bryant Paper Company’s mill, Kalamazoo, 
Mich., last week. 

The Ontario paper mill of the International Paper Com- 
pany, Watertown, N. Y., which has been shut down for re- 
pairs, has resumed work. 

The Jefferson Paper Company, of Black River, N. Y., is 
loading cars at that place with gravel to be used in the filter 
of its mill at Dexter, N. Y. 

The Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper Company, Fulton, 
N. Y., is now running steadily, having completed extensive 
changes in its No. 2 machine. 

The Green Mountain Pulp Company, Middlebury, Vt., 
has an order for 15,000 tons of pulp for export to Eng- 
land. The company is sending ten carloads a day to 
Portland, Me., for shipment. 

Repairs and changes at No. 2 paper mill, Marinette, 
Wis., have been so far completed that the mill is now run- 
ning again after a shutdown of several weeks. The new 
sulphite plant is not yet ready. 

The Hartford City Paper Company’s mill at Hartford 
City, Ind., is shut down for extensive repairs. The ma- 
chinery has been in operation continuously for ten years 
and is now undergoing a general overhauling. 

At Phoenix, N. Y., L. J. Carrier is doubling the capacity 
of his tissue paper mill by the installation of a second paper 
machine. The new machine is a cylinder, 72 inches wide. 
Mr. Carrier expects to start the second machine January I. 


The paper machine for the new addition to the C, W. 


Howard Company’s mill at Menasha, Wis., has been 
shipped and is shortly expected. The new digester that 
was recently added to the sulphite department is now in 
successful operation. 

The paper machine and all the other machinery of the 
new establishment of the Northern Tissue Paper Com- 
pany, at Green Bay, Wis., is now rapidly being installed, 
and a few weeks more will see the entrance of the new 
company into active operation. 

The 450 horse power generator for the new mill of the 
Mittineague Paper Company, Mittineague, Mass., has ar- 
rived, and will be installed as soon as the electricians ar- 
rive. When the new generator, which is the only thing 
the company has been waiting for, is in place, the mill will 


be started. This probably will be within ten days. 


The well-known Park Paper Mills, extending from Vine 
to Wood street, at Twenty-fourth, and running through 
to the Schuylkill River, Philadelphia, were sold at auction 
last week. The entire plant of machinery was included 
in the sale, which was made by order of the executors 
to close the estate of John Lang, deceased. H. C. Francis, 
agent, bought the property for $95,000. 

The Kaukauna (Wis.) mill of the Union Bag and Paper 
Company has commenced running on a schedule of extra 
hours, in order to keep up with the production of the 
output required of it. New bag machines are continually 
being built in the machine shop in connection with the 
mill, and as fast as they are completed are added to the 
equipment. The product of the mill is gradually increas- 
ing all the time. 

Rebuilding work at the mill of the Falls Manufacturing 
Company, Oconto Falls, Wis., where a portion of the 
plant was recently destroyed by fire, has not yet really 
commenced. The work of clearing away the wreck is just 
about over with. It is understood that the company has 
not yet quite decided upon some points in relation to the 


extent and character of the new undertaking, but its 
decision will not be much longer delayed. 

The Battle Island Paper Company’s new sulphite pulp 
mill will undoubtedly be inclosed before cold weather sets 
in. Over a million brick were laid in six weeks and foun 
dations for much of the machinery have been made ready. 
On the west side of the river the work of excavating for 
the water wheels and tailrace is progressing rapidly. 

Albert Pratt, a young man employed at the Dexter 
Sulphite Pulp and Paper Company’s plant, Dexter, N. Y., 
met with a serious accident on Saturday. While working 
on the splitter his hand was caught in the knives and his 
thumb severed at the joint. There was no doctor in town 
at the time, and Dr. J. E. Campbell, the president of the 
company, with E. W. Campbell, dressed the wound. 

The two new mills now building at Fulton, N. Y., are 
making excellent progress, aided by an exceptionally favor- 
able season. The Eureka Paper Company has about com- 
pleted laying the brick for its machine room walls, and is 
putting on the roof. New boilers and a new smokestack 
of steel, 80 feet high, are being placed in position. New 
rotaries are being put in. The paper machine has been in- 
creased by the addition of nine dryers and a new driving 
train. The company hopes to get started making paper 
again by December 1. 


Moses Baillargeon, a fireman employed in the Albion 
Division of the Amegican Writing Paper Company at 
Holyoke, fell from a ladder in the boiler room November 
5 and died last week from its effects. Baillargeon is the 
only man who ever went over the Holyoke dam and lived 
to tell the tale. He was removing flash boards from the 
old dam some twelve years ago when he lost his footing 
on the crest of the dam and was swept into the bed of the 
river. He never lost consciousness, and swam to the 
South Hadley shore, where he was rescued.

Apparatus for Burning Sulphur—Paper Receptacle—Bag 
Machine—Folding Box—Paper Box— Paper 


Winding Machine. 


John A. Marsden, of Lyon Falls, N. Y., assignor of one- 
half to A. R. Paul, of Lyon Falls, N. Y., has been granted 
patent No. 685.779 on an apparatus for burning sulphur. 

Fig. 1 shows a side elevation of the improved apparatus 
with parts broken out to show details of construction. Fig. 
2 shows a vertical central section of parts of the machine. 
Fig. 3 shows an end view. Fig. 4 shows details of a blast 
pipe used in the construction 

A rotary retort 1 is provided with encircling grooved tracks 
22 and mounted in the frames 45, provided with rollers 6, 7 
and 8, as to frame 4, and similar rollers in frame 5. The 
retort I is provided at one end with the circular mouth or 
charging opening 9, of reduced diameter with reference to 
the body of the retort arid axially located with reference to 
the body of the retort. The mouth 9 is closed by a door 
10, mounted upon a hinge and having means for securing 
it in closed position. The door 10 is provided with a series 
of holes or perforations 11, providing inlets for air to the 
retort, and these openings are controlled by a rotary plate 
12, centrally pivoted upon the outside of the door and hav- 
ing a series of openings corresponding with those in the 
body of the door. On the opposite end of the retort from 
the mouth the retort is provided with a conical portion 13, 
terminating in a cylindrical discharge end 14. At the dis- 
charge end of the retort there is located a section of pipe 
15, constituting an oxidized chamber connecting with the 
The end of the pipe 15 adjacent 
8 and on the 
end of the retort there is laterally 
which is held in contact with the 


dust or settling box 16. 
to the retort is provided with a flanged end 15 
provided a 
movable ring 16, 
flanged end 15% by springs 17, interposed between the 
loose ring 16 and the fixed ring 18 on the end of the retort. 
The arrangements of these parts is such that the joint be- 
tween the retort and the oxidizing chamber 15 is main- 
tained tight 

For giving a rotary motion to the retort there is provided 
on the retort a large gear wheel 19, which is engaged by the 


gear pinion 20 on the shaft 21. The shaft 21 is mounted in 
bearings 22 on the upper end of the frame 5, and 23 on a 
support from the settling chamber 16. .Power is transmitted 
to the shaft 21 by means of the band wheel 24. Supported 
in the upper portions of the frames 4 and §5 is the sprinkler 
pipe 25, adapted to direct jets of water onto the body por- 
tion of the retort. Te the end of the settling chamber 16 
most removed from the retort connection there is attached 
the discharge pipe 26, which is connected to a suction fan

or blower. Entering the pipe or oxidizing chamber 15, adja- 
cent to the end of the retort, is a blast pipe 27, having a 
series of radial openings 28, from which jets of air are 
emitted when the device is in operation. The pipe 27 con- 
nects with a blast blower. 

The operation of the device is substantially as follows: 
Raw sulphur or brimstone is placed in the lower portion 
of the retort through the charging opening 9 when the 
door is open. The same is ignited and of course burns. 
The suction from the blower or pipe 26 causes the air to 
enter through the openings in the door 10 when the door 


is closed and furnishes the necessary oxygen for a slow 
combustion. The retort being rotated by means of the 
mechanism heretofore described, molten sulphur adheres 
to and is carried upon the interior surface of the retort. 
and as the retort makes a revolution the melted sulphur 
adhering to the walls of the retort is burned off or oxi- 
dized. The speed of rotation of the retort is preferably 
such that the melted sulphur adhering to the inner surface 
of the retort will completely burn off during the revolution 
of the retort. The gases and fumes of the combustion pass 
out of the discharge end of the retort at 14. At the dis- 
charge end of the retort hot gases or fumes are mingled 
with a fresh supply of air entering through the discharge 
opening: 28 of the blast pipe 27, where. the combustion or 
oxidizing is fully completed, particularly with reference to 
any particles of sulphur that may have passed as far as this 
point before having become oxidized. The fumes and 
gases passing into the settling chamber 16 and passing com- 
paratively slowly through this chamber deposit the dust and 
foreign matter on the bottom of the settling chamber be- 
fore passing out through the pipe 26. The dust and set- 
tlings of the settling chamber 16 may be removed from 
time to time through the door 28 in the end of the settling 
chamber. The process when in operation is continuous— 
that is toe say, the door 10 may be open from time to time 
and fresh supplies of sulphur put into the retort, prefer- 
ably in small quantities. The draft opening in the door 
may be adjusted to regulate the amount and speed of the 
combustion in the retort. 

In order to prevent the body of the retort from becoming 
overheated, there is provided the spray pipe 25, having noz 
zles directed onto the body of the retort.

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TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 


Replies by Clayton Beadle to the Questions Used in the 
City and Guilds of London Institute Paper 
Making Examinations. * 


QuEsTION 3.—State what you know oi the systems for 
wood pulp manufacture known as the “Drewsen-Droen- 
feldt” processes, and discuss the advantages claimed. (20.) 


ANSWER 3.—In this system soda bisulphite is used in 
place of calcium, or magnesium bisulphites for treating 
wood. The liquor is calcined after use, and the recovered 
soda is a mixture, suitable direct for the production of 
soda wood. 


The process of V. B. Drewsen consists of heating with 
lime under pressure, yielding calcium monosulphide (with 
sulphate and the liquor coupled in insoluble form). The 
sulphite is redissolved as bisulphite by treatment with sul- 


phurous acid. 

Remarks.—An account of these processes has recently been pub- 
lished in Continental journals.

Question 4.—How many tons of coal would you ex- 
pect to use per week in the mill referred to in Question 2? 
State the proportion you would use in each department, 
assuming that the motive power is steam throughout. (25.) 


ANSWER 4.—The Hibbert beaters would take 50 horse 
power per hour for 10 cwt. 

The Coburn-Taylor 30 to 40 horse power per hour. 

The Marshall engine would not take much power, as 
the cone should be touching very slightly, while the disk 
should be pretty well up. 

The machine engines should be compound condensing, 
and should run from 2% to 3 pounds of coal per horse 
power per hour. 

The coal consumed over ali would amount irom 30 to 
35 cwts. per ton of paper produced, but the amount of 
finishing by supercalender would cause a variation from 
time to time, about 100 to 120 tons being used to the 
production up to the machines. 

The consumption of coal for the manufacture of ma- 
chine and drying on cylinders would amount to about half 
a ton per ton of paper produced. The balance to make 
up the 30 cwts. to 35 cwts. would be used in final opera- 
tions. 

Coal having an evaporative performance of 8 pounds of 
steam per pound of water. 

Remarks.—This is a question on which there might be great dif- 
ference of opinion. The idea of guessing the power required in the 
consumption of so much coal per ton of paper is a very loose one, since 
coals differ so much in evaporative efficiency. The student should 
acquaint himself with the relative heat values of different fuels, and 
should state the class of coal he has in his mind when giving such 
figures. He could hardly be blamed for not doing so, however, since 
authorities publishing figures frequently do not state the heat value 
of their coal. Hence, endless confusion and difference of opinion 
ou such like subjects. 

The best work to enlighten the student on the subject of fuel, &c. 
is “A Manual of Rules and Tables,”’ by D. K. Clark, published by 
tlackie & Son, Ltd. 

QuEsTION 5.—You are given an unknown fibrous mate- 
rial, and are required to determine its suitability as a raw 
material for paper making; state exactly how you would 
do this, and on what main points you would base your 
estimate of valué. (25.) 

ANSWER 5.—Determine percentage of ash by burning 
1 gram until weight of ash is constant. (Note color ol 
ash.) 

Determine moisture by drying at 212° Fahr. until 
weight is constant; weighing must be done in tube. De 
termine the cellulose by the following method: 

Boil in dilute alkali until fibre is softened. 

Wash and expose to chlorine gas for several hours in 
beaker, which should be kept cool by surrounding with 
cold water. (Note whether fibre is changing in color or 
chlorine.) 

Wash chlorinated fibre to free from HCl, and place in 
weak solution of neutral sulphite of soda. (Note whethe: 
magenta color is developed). After one hour boil solu- 
tion until coloring matter is dissolved. 

Wash with hot water. 

Bleach with weak solution of sodium-hypochlorite. If 
cellulose is not white, give further treatment in chlorine 
gas or in bromine water, but be careful that treatment 
does not injure fibre. Then repeat treatment with sul- 
phite, wash, bleach, wash, acidify with acetic acid, dry at 
212° Eahr. and weigh in weighing tube. The weight cal- 
culated on the air dry original gives the percentage of 
cellulose. 

Note the general appearance and character of the cellu- 
lose. Examine cellulose under a microscope and note 
how near it approximates to one or other of the various 
fibres in common use for paper making 

From the microscopic characteristics can be judged, in 
a large measure, the relative value of this cellulose in com- 
parison with other materials. 

If sufficient material is available, treat 1,000 grams.

in 5,000 grams caustic soda liquor in a small spherical 
revolving boiler. The sirength of soda must be carefully 
ascertained by trituration at commencement, and care 
must be taken throughout the treatment that no steam is 
allowed to escape, thus altering the liquor in strength. 
Boil at 100 pounds pressure, and draw off at intervals of 
an hour smail samples, which test for iree alkali. When 
the free alkali remains constant discontinue boiling; care- 
fully wash boiled pulp, taking care that no fibre is lost. 

Dry and weigh pulp at 212° Fahr.; this weight gives the 
percentage of unbleached pulp on original weight of fibre. 
Let the pulp become air dry by long exposure to air, and 
until] it no longer gains weight; weigh pulp, and calculate 
percentage of air dry pulp on raw material; this is the 
figure that should be taken for commercial purposes. 

From the analysis of the liquor you know exactly the 
percentage of soda neutralized during the boiling. For the 
purpose of final analysis of liquor, the liquor, together with 
all the washing, is made up to a known volume, and the 
“free” and “total” soda are carefully determined. The dif- 
ference is the soda combined and used up by the fibre. 

The original amount of soda added is known. We can 
easily calculate the weight of soda consumed, and then see 
what percentage this bears to the original weight of the 
fibre treated. 

We should now conduct another boiling trial, adding 
soda slightly in excess of that found to be “consumed” in 
the first trial. The extent to which this soda should be 
diluted must depend upon the condition of the raw fibres, 
and must be left to the discretion of the observer. The 
same pressure is applied (unless there is good reason to 
suppose that a higher or lower pressure would be advan- 
tageous from the general appearance of the first treated 
lot). Samples are again drawn off every hour, and the 
boiling continued until no further neutralization of soda 
takes place. 

The cellulose should now be determined in a small por- 
tion of the bone dry boiled pulp, and should not be less 
than go per cent.; the ash should also be determined in un- 
bleached pulp. 

A portion, say half of one of the boilings, should be 
carefully weighed and then treated with successive quanti- 
ties of bleach solution, equal to 5 per cent. of dry bleach- 
ing powder at a time. One quantity should exhaust itself 
before another is added. Any excess of bleach remaining 
after the color no longer shows improvement should be 
determined and deduction from the total added before cal- 
culating the bleach consumed by fibre. 

A second bleaching experiment should be done as a 
check, adding just the equivalent of bleach found to have 
been consumed in first trial. The bleached pulp is washed, 
acidified, washed, dried and weighed, and then exposed to 
air dry. Bleached pulp should be calculated upon the 


original raw fibre boiled. The ash of the bleached pulp | 


should be determined. 

Put some of bleached pulp in beater, beat carefully and 
make into paper on hand mold, with or without clay, alum, 
starch, &c. 

Take stuff from known mill furnish, and make also into 
hand sheets, under the same conditions as far as possible. 

Compare the relative strengths and other physical qual- 
ities. The stuff of known furnish will produce paper on 
machine of known qualities; from this we can form some 
rough judgment of what might be expected from the fibre 
under examination. 

Note the comparative shrinkage of the sheets, the com- 
parative felting qualities, and such like qualities. 

From the foregoing work one can form a very fair es- 
timate of value. Ceteris paribus the raw material would 
be in the long run more valuable in proportion as the 
consumption of chemicals, &c., and treatment was small, 
the ease with which it can be manipulated, the cleanliness 
of the pulp, &c. The length of the fibres, the whiteness 
and purity of the fibre, and also general utility and adapta- 
bility are judged from the quality of paper it produces. 

It should be ascertained, if possible, how much bulk a 
given weight of raw fibre will occupy. If’ bulky, the 
freight will be high, and possibly preclude its use. 

In fibres of low yield and consuming a large amount of 
chemicals, the cost of chemical treatment per ton of fin- 
ished stuff is often so high as to condemn the material for 
industrial use, no matter even if the resulting cellulose is 
of excellent quality, and the raw material had for the 
asking. 

Remarks.—There is a lot condensed into the above answer, per 
haps more than would be expected from the student. 1 would com 
mend the details to the reader's careful consideration, as there is 


no published work setting forth this information, and it is an im 
portant subject to the paper mill chemist. 


Question 6.—In what departments, if any, of the mill 
do you consider that the electric motor can be success- 
fully substituted for the steam engine? State your reasons 
fully. 

Answer 6.—Glazing calenders, guillotines, piajc glazing 
rolls, enameling plant, and all machines that are run inter- 
mittently. 

Electric motors are particularly applicable in the in- 
stances above cited. They are also useful in those parts of 
a mill where comparatively little power is required, and 





where it is difficult to convey steam power. The motors 
must, however, be kept in a clean and dry place, and should 
be boxed in, to keep them free from dust and dirt. They 
are furthermore useful for driving fans, for the ventilation 
of buildings, especially in inaccessible places. 

Remarks.—In connection with this question the student would do 
well to consider the cost by means of transmission through electric 
conductors and reconversion into power as compared with the cost 
of transmitting power by means of a given line of shafting, belting, 
&ec. With the electric current we have first the loss sustained by 
conversion of power into electricity, then the loss through the re- 
sistance of the conductor, and finally the loss by converting the 
electricity back into the power again. One has also to consiuer te 
question of prime cost as well as practical adaptability. In many 
instances it is not possible to lead a line of shafting to a given 
spot, whereas there need be no difficulty in fixing a wire and erect- 
ing a small motor. The power may further be transmitted by lay- 
ing a steam pipe to a given spot. In this case we have the question 
of radiation along the steam pipe to take into consideration. This 
question on the whole is worthy of every consideration and study. 





Log Drivers’ Amusements.

A big 
crowd stood on the crib dock to watch them, but at first 
there was not much money up because the stranger was un- 
known, and they didn’t trust him. As one old fellow said 
to me: ‘You don’t never know what them Frenchies can 
do, nohow!’

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THE BOILING OF STOCK. 


A Veteran Paper Maker Relates Some of His Experiences— 
His Formulae for the Treatment of Various Fibres— 
Importance of Work in the Rotary. 


It is not the purpose of this or any future article to 
raise’ a discussion; I am simply going to relate facts as 
seen and give reasons for many defects in handling stocks. 

In many mills there is a head man for each department, 
but some mills have only one guiding hand, called by 
title foreman or superintendent. ‘He may be a good ma 
chine tender, but has no knowledge of washing and beat- 
ing stocks; neither has he knowledge of cooking or boil- 
ing stock. It is a fact that when stock is properly boiled 
the paper is half made, for the reason that it washes 
easier, bleaches better, the fibres can be drawn out more 
evenly, it takes a hetter temper and refines in the Jor- 
dan, so that it gives no trouble in the formation of the 
web; while the beaterman has a pulp which empties into 
the machine chest right and gives the machine tender no 
trouble to run, 

The cost of production is never lessened by reducing 


the number of pounds of lime to the hundred pounds of 
raw steck, as uncooked stock increases not only the ex- 
pense of preparing the fibres for the machine but also of 
running them on the machine. 

In boiling I have used the following formule: 

FLax Tow—750 pounds lime and 350 pounds soda ash 
(48°). Boil fifteen hours under 60 pounds pressure; 3,000 
pounds in rotary. 

Hemp Baccinc—750 pounds lime and 150 pounds soda 
ash (48°). Boil fifteen hours; pressure, 60 pounds; 5,000 
pounds in rotary. 

SATINETS—750 pounds lime and 200 pounds soda ash 
(48°). Boil fifteen hours; pressure, 60 pounds; 5,000 
pounds in rotary. 

Gunny BaccInc—750 pounds lime and 150 pounds soda 
ash (48°). Boil fifteen hours; pressure, 45 pounds; 4,000 
pounds in rotary. 

ForeiGn Waste—6oo pounds lime, 400 pounds soda ash 
(48°) and one-half barrel common salt. Boil twelve hours; 
pressure, 60 pounds; 4,000 pounds in rotary. 

Book Stock (GENERAL)—8oo pounds lime. Boil twelve 
hours; pressure, 60 pounds; 5,000 pounds in rotary. 

Print Stock—Same as book. 

Linen Racs (CLEAN)—Lime, 216 pounds, and soda ash, 


114 pounds (48°). Boil twelve hours; pressure, 40 pounds; 
4,000 pounds in rotary 

LINEN AND Cotron Mixep—Lime, 324 pounds, and soda 
ash, 152 pounds (48°). Boil twelve hours; pressure, 40 
pounds; 4,000 pounds in rotary. 

THIRDS AND BLues—Lime, 378 pounds, and soda ash, 190 
pounds (48°). Boil twelve hours; pressure, 45 pounds; 
4,000 pounds in rotary. 

Rope, Jute AND GUNNY For TISSUE AND Copyinc—Lime, 
648 pounds, and soda ash, 458 pounds (48°). Boil twenty- 
four hours; pressure, 30 pounds; 4,000 pounds in rotary. 

The greatest trouble it seems is in carrying the water too 
low on the stock. ‘fhis fault comes from depending upon 
the condensation from the steam to make up what should 
be placed in at the start. Let the water stand well up on 
the stock and the condensation will be taken care of. The 
rule I have always used is to carry the water 16 inches 
above the centre of rotary. 

It is never good policy to use stock until it has been 
well drained on the floor. It should be at least forty- 
eight hours after emptying before going to the washers. 

Handling stock in washers and beaters is another sub- 
ject and will be treated in another article. NIMROD.

PAPER.—The paper market is very active, all grades 
being in exceedingly strong demand. In connection with 
this activity it should be stated that it is very difficult to 
get goods from the mills. Deliveries that were promised 
weeks ago have not yet been made. When this is the fate 
of old orders, the likelihood of quick shipment on current 
business is small indeed. All are complaining at the slow- 
ness oi delivery by the mills. In addition to this com- 
plaint some of the mills are having trouble on account of 
low water. Then there is the strike at Philadelphia, which 
has curtailed production somewhat, and has besides ren- 
dered the market a little uneasy. And in conjunction 
with these troubles there an evident increased demand for 
paper. Under such conditions it is only natural that the 
market should be very firm. In some grades there have 
been advances as a result of the influences that have been 
at work. Book paper to-day is worth from one-eighth to 
one-quarter of a cent more than for the past few months. 
A number of the large manufacturers say that they are now 
getting more money for their paper, but that they do not 
care to announce a general advance. The advance of 10 
cents made on soda pulp last week has had its effect on 
the Book market. Sulphite is, in the opinion of the mak- 
at least $2 per ton more than it has been. 
Ground wood is also advancing, and, according to reports, 
is becoming just a little scarce. With the stiffening in 
sulphite and ground wood, News, Manilas and the other 
wood papers have been affected. News has grown remark- 
ably firm in the past few weeks. The failure of the water 
power of one large concern has had a good deal to do with 
this. But the demand has also grown, so it is reported. 
The minimum price on News is 2.15c. The asking price 
is, generally speaking, 2.25c. Contracts on big business, 
such as daily newspapers, go for 2c. Manilas of all grades 
are in extraordinary demand. No. 1 Wood is quoted at 
234c., and No. 2 at 2.10c. Butchers’ Manila is higher. 
Fibres are firm-with 2¥c. as the minimum. ‘Bags are 
active, and quotations have an upward tendency. Boards 
of all kinds are in good demand at the advanced prices.
